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LONDON, April 11.—Percival Phillips 

in the Daily Express, describing the et- 
fect of the British bemnbarément at Ar-

There is ruin—mtter ruin—every- 
where; bits of bricks and mortar heaved 
into formless masses, gaping holes and 
new mounds of earth, dead men in gray, 
twisted machine guns, powdered con- 
crete, broken rifles, howitzers tilted at 
impossible angles, blackened tree 
stumps, and splintered timber; chaos 
and appalling “desolation—the picture 
cannot bé imagined.

In the years just preceding the out- 
break of the war Germany produced 
more potateos than any other country 
on earth, although her production per 
acre was not as great as that of some 
other countries. Belgium led the list in 
this respect, as, in fact, she did in most 
agricultural products. Intensive culti- 
vation had been brought to the highest 
degree in Beigium. but in Germany ft 
was more highly developed than in any 
other of the Jarge nations. 

Germany not only produced more in 
the aggregate but more per acre than 
her chief rivals for economic station in 
the world. In 1913 Germany produced 
more than 54,000,000 tons of potatoes. 
Her potato crop for 1914, the first year 
of the war, was about 55,000,000 tons, 
and for 1915. when the war was in full 
swing and agriculture felt the first 


field service, Germany still produced 
well over 40,000, tons of potatoes. 


Ample to Meet Estimate. 

This production, with due allowance 
for exportation and for the great quan- 
tities fed to cattle and swine and used 
up in manufacture of alcohol and for 
other nonfood purposes, still left Ger- 
many ample potatoes to supply her popu- 
lation at the rate of the twenty-five 
pounds per capita per week estimated 
by Dr. Helfferich. a 

In the fall of 1915 there was fur- 
nished by the Germans another bit of 
evidence that strongly supports the esti- 
mate given by Dr. Helfferich.
